IN order to make this poem ot as 
practical and of as spiritually 
helpful a eharaeter as poBsible. It 
may be well to describe more am- 
ply the full surrender and entire 
consecration which are at the basis of 
entire sanetllleatlon and ot all success- 
ful and permanent work In spreading 
the kingdom of God on earth. 

Now that wc know the laws which 
govern the heavenly bodies we can re- 
cognise In the career of Abraham.— 
the model and father ot all the falth- 
tul— the worklne of a law absolutely 
parallel to that ruling those very stars 
and plnnets upon which God brought 
him out to look, and we sec that It was 
when he had chosen as the controlling 
principle of Ills career, an obedltnce as 
absolute as that which governs them 
and a life of faith as absolute as Is the 
homelessness of their nomadic life In 
space thut he was told that hi.s posterity 
would become as numerous as they. 
To be like him and like them In abso- 
lute surrender Is therefore the one sub- 
lime and simple secret, and the one 
certain means of turning many to right- 
eousness. 

B^UsIou Bads Sur- 

There can he only two kinds of re- 
ligion,— thnt which Is a BIIRDKN 
which we carry wearily, and that 
which la a LIFE, a FORCE whieh 
carries us. We sec at a glance whleh 
ot these Is the true nnd which the false. 



Holiness Ib simply a return to man's 
normal .state. 

All that Is normal and natural is 
marked by life, ease and happiness ; 
we see this in nature all around 119. 
When man replaces himself under the 
universal law of full surrender to God 
he finds himself linked on to that eter- 
nal Something which makes all go 
right in hiB inward unlvense. He joins 
In the eternal harmony. Heaven enters 
his breast. What can be stronger, 
purer, healthier or sweeter than the 
divine life In the soul— It Is eternal 
spring. 

Holiness Is therefore religion made 
easy. 

It is easier to serve God with the 
whole heart than with a divided heart ; 
It l8 easier to live a sanctified life than 
any other. Perfect love casts out tear 
—for all care and fear come In some 
way or other from sin, from want of 
full surrender and full Bubmisslon. 

Religion Is never fully real till It 
becomes the pleasure of our existence. 
The Christian to be real must be the 
ABSOLUTE opposite of the worldling. 
The worldling makes pleasure his god. 
the Christian makes God hie pleasure. 

This brings us to the centre of the 
whole question 1 holiness Is tlvo natural 
fruit of AN ABSOLUTE RELIGION- 
of a. religion which acespts Jesus Chris 
as the absolistp monarch of the soul, 
and a life of ceaseless and entire con- 
formity to all the will of God OS the 
only one possible (or It. It accepts 
GOD as the supreme good.- For He

It connot be God's plan that religion 
should be another burden added to all 
those which weigh down mankind. It 
must surely be His Intention to make 
It as easy and natural tor us to obey 
the spiritual law which belongs to the 
liuman race as It Is for all His other 
creatures to obey the natural law that 
t;oVciiis lIieiH. He inuisl surely have 
power so to change our hearts 
as to make It an instinct and 
a delight to do His will, and 
as agreeable as It was formerly 
to do our own will. He describes His 
religion as the glorious liberty ot His 
children. He declares that His yoke 
Is easy, and His service a Joy, But re- 
ligion must and will remain a burden 
ao long as It has not become more 
natural (or ub to be holy than to sin.

IT makes 
us PREFER His will and His law. It 
is love, it Is lite, res, the yoke of 
Christ la simply a new and divine LIFE 
In us. It Is Himself, It Is LOVE.

Life and health are never burden."!. 
This spiritual life Is a. force which 
carries us along. We have not to sup- 
ply It. It is super-natural. It I.1 not a 
THING, it l8 a PERSON. It Is Christ 
In us. He is the centre ot atruction. 
He rules In our Inward heavens. "We 
revolve round Him as It were. His 
glory 1b our supreme aim. Tn betnc 
ahaorhpd with It— \ve lose sight of our- 
selves. The pursuit ot this object de- 
prives us of all taste foi- sin, ond leaves 
ns no time tor It.

It would Imply that he could 
only give us a partial salvation— one 
which could ■ never satisfy our souls. 

Sanctlficatlon Is found, therefore, hy 
absolute surrender and simple faith. It 
Is a gift ; for v.'hotevcr cornea from 
God to man can have no other char- 
acter than that of a gift. A gift can 
only be received at some precise mo- 
ment, and the only way of receiving a 
SPIRITUAL gift iB by faith. Hence 
holiness, like all other absolutely neces- 
sary things- air, liKlit, water— Is simple 
and easily accessible. A child can 
understand It, and only those receive 
(t whn rl^ ns llttlt' children. It ]s simple 
because It Is absolute. When men com- 
plicate things, and represent obedience 
aa being dl(HcuU, It Is always a proof 
that at the bottom THKV DO NOT 
T!Ti;AT,T.v WANT TO CSET GOD 
FULLY and give Him the ABSOLUTE 
control of their lives. But there Is only 
one Ulbllcal religion :— It is absolute 
religion- It Is full salvation, wlione 
bnsl.'j Is full surrender.
